Summoning  of  ’’’itnesses,  be  and  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
and  deleting  Paragraph  (j)  of  said  Directive,  and  inserting 
in  the  place  and  steed  thereof,  the  following: 

(J)  All  witnesses,  other  than  Japanese 
nationals,  appearing  before  the  Tribunal  either 
voluntarily  or  in  response  to  a  summons,  shall 
be  paid  for  each  day  of  actual  attendance  and 
for  the  time  necesssrlDy  occupied  in  going 
from  end  returning  to  the  rlace  of  service, 
and  an  allowance  per  mile  for  each  mile  trav¬ 
eled  by  the  witness  in  going  from  the  place  of 
service  and  return,  unless  government  trans¬ 
portation  has  been  provided,  at  the  prescribed 
rates  of  payment  end  upon  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions  provided  end  set  forth  in  United 
States  Army  Regulations  35-4120.

In  each  and  all  respect?,  except  as  to 
Parapraph  (J),  which  shall  be  as  here  amended,  the  said 
Directive  of  13  June  1946,  shall  be  and  remain  as  origin¬ 
ally  made,  signed  and  entered,  and  In  full  force  and  effect.
